7HEREAS  by-  section  13  of  the  “ Legislative 
Electorates  and  Elections  Act,  1S94,”  it  is 
provided  that  no  applicant  for  registration  as  a Provin- 
cial voter  shall  be  listed  or  registered  as  such  voter 
unless  and  until  he  shall  have  made  satisfactory 
answer  to  the  interrogatories  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  of  the  said  Act,  but  no  express  provision 
has  been  made  for  fixing  the  time  after  making 
answer  to  the  interrogatories  when  the  applicant  for 
registration  shall  lie  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a 
voter,  neither  has  express  provision  been  made  for  the 
making  and  disposal  of  objections  to  applicants  being 
registered  as  voters  after  making  answer  to  the  inter- 
rogatories : 

And  whereas  a Writ  of  Election,  bearing  date  the 
2nd  day  of  June,  1894,  has  been  issued  for  a general 
election,  and  it  is  desirable  to  make  provision  under 
which  all  persons  qualified  to  be  voters  and  who  have 
sent  in  their  claims  to  vote  at  the  date  of  the  issue  of 
such  Writ,  and  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
section  13  of  the  said  “ Legislative  Electorates  and 
Elections  Act,  1894,”  should  be  registered  as  voters 
and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  general  election,  and 
for  this  purpose  to  dispense  with  the  necessity-  for 
posting  the  names  for  two  months  previous  to  entering 
the  same  on  the  Register  of  Voters  as  required  by 
section  6 of  the  Provincial  Voters  Act : 
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Therefore  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
ordered,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Collector  of  Voters  to 
transfer  to  and  enter  upon  his  Register  of  Voters  the 
names  of  all  persons  who  on  or  prior  to  the  2nd  June, 
A.D.  1894,  shall  have  sent  in  their  claims  to  vote,  and 
shall  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  section 
13  of  the  “Legislative  Electorates  and  Elections  Act, 
1894,  notwithstanding  that  such  names  may  not  have 
been  posted  for  two  months  as  required  by  sub-section 
(ti)  of  section  (1  of  the  Provincial  Voters  Act. 

2.  Each  Collector  shall  forthwith  post  up  in  his  office 
a list  of  all  names  so  transferred  to  the  Register  of 
\ oters,  and  a copy  thereof  shall  be  placed  in  some 
conspicuous  place  on  the  outside  of  the  door  of  such 
office. 

3.  Any  voter  may  by  written  notice,  to  the  Collector 
to  be  given  not  less  than  eighteen  days  before  the 
election,  object  (stating  the  ground  of  such  objection) 
to  the  retention  of  any  name  or  names  entered  under 
authority  of  this  order  upon  the  Register,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  Collector  forthwith  to  cause 
written  notice  of  such  objection  to  be  mailed  to  the 
person  whose  vote  is  objected  to,  and  that  he  will  hear 
and  decide  such  objection  on  a day  to  be  named  by  the 
Collector  in  such  notice. 

4.  The  Collector  shall  hold  a Court  on  the  tenth  day 
before  the  election  (not  being  Sunday,  and  if  Sunday 
then  on  the  ninth  day)  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and 
deciding  all  objections,  notice  of  which  have  been  given 
as  aforesaid,  to  the  retention  of  names  on  the  Register 
under  authority  of  this  order,  and  at  such  Court  shall 
retain  the  name  upon  the  Register  of  Voters  or  erase 
it  therefrom  according  to  law.

BY-LAW  No.  14. 


The  ( iti/  of  Kamloops  Poultry  Tiy-law,  1SU4. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  pass  a by- 
law to  regulate  the  keeping  of  poultry  within 
the  City  limits : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Kamloops  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law  any 
turkey,  goose,  duck,  chicken  or  other  poultry  found 
straying  upon  any  enclosed  property  of  any  person 
other  than  the  owner  of  such  turkey,  goose,  duck, 
chicken  or  other  poultry,  shall  be  deemed  a nuisance, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  thereof  may  be  dealt  with  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
any  turkey,  goose,  duck,  chicken  or  other  poultry  to 
allow  the  same  to  stray  upon  any  enclosed  property 
within  the  City  limits,  not  being  the  property  of  such 
owner  or  keeper,  or  over  which  he  or  she  may  have 
control. 
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3.  Any  person  who  upon  summary  conviction  before 
the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  City,  may  be 
found  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs.

A BY-LAW 


I' or  the  Assessment  of  the  Municipality  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  District  of  South  Vancouver. 


IFHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  said  Municipality,  in 
I Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  an  assessment  of  all  real  property  and 
improvements  thereon  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
said  Municipality  shall  be  made  by  the  Assessor 
appointed  by  the  said  Municipality  between  the  1st 
day  of  March,  instant,  and  the  17th  day  of  November 
next. 

2.  That  the  said  Assessor  shall  return  the  said  Roll 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Municipality  not  later  than 
the  17th  day  of  November  next. 

3.  That  the  lands,  including  the  wild  lands,  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  Municipality  shall  be  estimated 
for  the  purpose  of  assessment  at  its  actual  cash  value, 
in  accordance  with  section  one  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  (148)  of  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892.”

' ' vide  a revenue  for  the  Municipality  of  the 
1 listrict  of  Surrey  for  the  current  year  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  said  District  Municipality  as  follows  :— 

1.  That  the  periodical  sum  to  be  paid  by  any  person 
for  a trade  license  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  section 
204  of  the  “Municipal  Act”  shall  be  the  maximum 
amount  respectively  mentioned  or  provided  for  in  the 
various  sub-sections  of  the  said  section  204. 

2.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected 
an  annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  upon  the 
assessed  value  of  all  wild  land  within  the  Municipality, 
which  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  August  in 
order  to  entitle  the  person  assessed  to  an  abatement 
of  one-sixth  of  the  amount  thereof. 

3.  That  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  all 
the  real  property  in  the  Municipality,  other  than  wild 
land,  an  annual  rate  of  six  (6)  mills  on  the  dollar  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  the  said  taxes  shall  be 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  August  in  order  to  entitle 
the  person  assessed  to  an  abatement  of  one-sixth  of 
the  amount  thereof.

No.  231. 

SEWERAGE  COMMISSIONERS’  APPOINTMENT 
AND  SEWERAGE  ASSESSMENT  BY-LAW. 


WHEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Victoria  has  by  resolution 
passed  on  the  22nd  day  of  January,  1894,  deemed  it 
advisable  to  extend  the  system  of  sewerage  adopted 
by  the  said  Council  in  1890  in  order  to  completely 
sewer  the  portion  of  the  City  of  Victoria  in  the  area 
bounded  by  the  following  streets,  viz. : — Douglas  street 
from  Herald  street  to  Humboldt  street.  Humboldt 
street,  and  Wharf  from  Douglas  street  to  Johnson 
street,  Johnson  street  from  Wharf  street  to  Store 
street,  Store  street  from  Johnson  to  Herald  street, 
Herald  street  from  Store  street  to  Douglas  street: 

And  whereas  a by-law  to  raise  the  sum  of  §100,000 
for  sewerage  purposes  upon  the  credit  of  the  munici- 
pality of  the  corporation  of  the  said  city,  cited  as  the 
Sewerage  Loan  By-law,  1894,  received  the  assent  of 
the  electors  of  the  said  municipality  on  the  loth  day 
of  May  last  past: 
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And  whereas  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  the  said  Council  by  the  Municipal  Act, 
1892,  the  Municipal  Act  Amendment  Act,  189.'},  and 
the  Municipal  Act  Amendment  Act,  1894,  the  said 
Council  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in 
the  said  Acts,  pass  bydaws  for  the  appointment  by 
the  said  Council,  by  resolution,  of  a Commissioner  or 
Commissioners  (not  exceeding  three  in  number  in  all) 
to  manage  and  superintend  the  construction  of  sewer- 
age work,  and  to  define  his  or  their  duties,  and  fix  his 
or  their  salaries  or  other  remuneration  as  the  Council 
may  by  by-law  decide: 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  said  Council  may  appoint  by  resolution  one 
or  more  person  or  persons  (not,  however,  exceeding 
three  in  all)  to  be  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  to 
manage  and  superintend  the  construction  of  the  sewer- 
age work  in  the  area  above  described,  and  in  any 
block  or  blocks  of  land  adjoining  the  said  area  if  the 
Council  decide  to  carry  on  sewerage  work  therein. 

Commissioners’  Duties. 

2.  The  duty  ot  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners shall  be — - 

(a. ) To  carry  out  the  said  sewerage  work  as  funds 
may  from  time  to  time  be  placed  at  their  disposal,  and 
to  see  that  all  contracts  entered  into  by  the  corpora- 
tion in  connection  therewith  be  properly  carried  out, 
and  to  do  all  other  things  necessary  to  facilitate  the 
successful  operation  of  the  said  work. 

( b . ) To  appoint  and  fix  the  salary  of  and  to  remove 
any  Inspector  or  any  other  person  (other  than  per- 
manent officers  of  the  Corporation)  in  the  employment 
of  the  Corporation  in  connection  with  the  said  sewerage 
work,  and  to  appoint  other  persons  in  their  places  if 
deemed  necessary:  Provided  always  that  the  Com- 

missioner or  Commissioners  shall  not  have  the  power 
to  appoint  any  such  person  for  a longer  period  than 
their  own  term  of  office,  and  any  such  person  so 
appointed  can  be  dismissed  by  the  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners,  or  by  the  Council,  and  all  such  appoint- 
ments shall  be  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
sub  section. 

(c. ) To  examine  all  accounts  and  claims  in  respect  of 
the  said  sewerage  work,  and  to  certify  the  same,  to 
sign  all  cheques  drawn  in  respect  of  the  said  accounts 
and  claims,  the  said  cheques  to  be  countersigned  by 
the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  city  before 
payment. 

(d.)  In  the  event  of  the  three  Commissioners  being 
appointed  and  one  of  them  being  absent  from  the 
Province  at  any  time,  cheques  may  be  signed  by  two 
Commissioners  aud  countersigned  by  the  Mayor. 

(e. ) To  see  that  all  moneys  voted  for  carrying  on  said 
sewerage  work  be  not  expended  otherwise  than  for 
that  purpose  and  in  accordance  with  any  contract 
therefor  when  such  exists. 

(/.)  To  settle  all  disputes  which  may  from  time  to 
time  arise  between  the  City  Engineer,  Inspector  or 
Inspectors,  or  others,  and  any  contractor  or  contractors 
for  any  works  in  connection  with  the  said  sewerage, 
and  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners 
shall  be  final. 

3.  The  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall  have 
power  to  reject  any  or  all  work  done  or  performed,  or 
material  furnished  or  used,  and  materials  proposed  to 
be  used  in  any  such  work,  that  in  their  opinion  is  not 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  any 
contract  or  any  of  them. 

4.  The  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  once  in  each  year,  and  in 
case  of  incompetence  or  neglect  of  duty  which  is  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  of  such  a character  as  to  render 
the  person  unfit  to  further  hold  the  office  of  Sewerage 
Commissioner,  the  Council  may  by  resolution  remove 
him  from  office  and  declare  his  position  vacant  and 
appoint  another  person  in  his  place,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his  predecessor. 

5.  The  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall 
meet  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  at  any  other 
time  at  the  call  of  the  Secretary  upon  reasonable 
notice. 

t 6-  The  City  Clerk,  or  his  assistant,  shall  act  as 
Secretary  at  all  meetings  of  said  Commissioners. 


7.  The  -Secretary  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  Com- 
missioners whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  a Commis- 
sioner or  the  Commissioners,  or  the  Engineer  in  charge 
of  tlie  works. 

8.  The  remuneration  of  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  : — 

(a.)  For  each  and  every  meeting  duly  convened,  $10. 

9.  The  Commissioner  or  the  Commissioners  shall 
report  monthly,  or  as  often  as  the  Council  may  desire, 
their  proceedings  to  the  Council. 

Special  Hates. 

10.  Upon  and  after  the  completion  of  the  said 
sewerage  work  the  said  Council  shall  pass  a by-law- 

(1.)  To  assess,  levy,  and  collect  a special  rate  or  tax 
per  foot  frontage  upon  the  lots  (except  corner  lots, 
which  shall  be  only  assessed  at  one-half  said  rate)  on 
each  side  of  the  street  or  lands  on  each  of  the  main  or 
common  sewers  in  which  or  through  which  the  said 
mains  or  common  sewers  shall  have  been  laid  down  ; 
and  also 

(2.)  To  settle  and  determine  the  amount  the  owners 
of  land  or  real  property  shall  pay- 

fa.)  For  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  to  the 
line  of  the  street  to  connect  any  land  or  real  property 
with  any  main  or  common  sewer  laid  in  or  under  the 
street  upon  which  the  said  land  or  real  property 
fronts  ; and 

(b. ) For  connecting  any  or  all  buildings  on  such  land 
or  real  property  with  a branch  sewer-,  and  for  making 
all  necessary  house  or  building  connections  therewith, 
and  for  laying  a sewer  pipe  across  a vacant  space  from
